We believe our people—when properly taught—will give 
liberally to this great institution: The last minutes of our 
Association show we gave less than 4% cents per member last 
year, for this cause. We recommend that all the churches of 
this Association take a@ collection for the Orphanage on 
Thanksgiving Day or some convenient time.

State Missions. 


The following report on State Missions was read by W. M, 
Peeler; 

, The origin and history of our State Mission work may be of 
interest to this Association, as well as instructive, At the meet- 
ing of the State Convention at West Point, 1870, J. A. Hackett 
offered a resolution that there be a committee appointed to in- 
quire into the expediency of establishing three separate Boards 
for the management of the following special objects: State Mis- 
sions, Ministerial Education, and Sunday Sehools, This com- 
mittee was also to report a suitable plan of operation for the ac- 
tion ot the Convention. For reasons given and satistactory at 
the time, State Missions and Sunday Schools were side-tracked 
for the time and there was appointed a Board on Ministerial Ed- 
ucation only, ' 

Ata meeting of the State Con@ention lat Aberdeen in 1873, 
Rey, T, J. Walne offered the following resolution: That the com - 
mittee on Domestic Missions report a plan by which the Conven- 
tion may enter vigorously upon the work of State Missions."’ The 
result was that later in the session it was recommended by said 
committee that “This Convention appoint a Board for State Mis- 
sions, to be known as the State Mission Board of the Mississippi 
Baptist Convention, located at Hazlehurst, Copiah County, 
Miswissippi,’’ Loo 

This Board met and organized py electing J. A. Hackett its 
first President, and T. J. Walne, Corresponding Secretary. Thus 
our State Mission work was evolved. There was some good work 
done that year and st the next meeting of the Convention at Ox- 
ford, 1874, Bro, Walne was again elected Corresponding Secre- 
tary by the Board. Being urged by the Convention, he resigned 
his successful pastorate in Vicksburg and became actively en- 
aged in the work as the burden of his Jife. From then until the

ized and Slorious success, 
of active work closed in 1884, when Bro: Walne

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WOMAN'S WORK. 


The report on Woman's Work was read by the clerk, 
spoken to by T, R. Paden, J. M. Carr, A. ¥. Rowe, and adopt- 
ed as follows: | 

When Woman's Missionary Union. was first organized a 
few years since, it was thought by many that they would, if 
let alone, soon usurp the miaistry and ruin things generally, 
but “wisdom is justified by her children” Seeing the results 
of woman's work, who can doubt that God is in it. In the 

~-Foreign Mission Journal, of July is'‘found the following from 
the pen of the editor of the Woman's Missionary Union: ‘In 
order that we may catch a vision of the future, we must first 
consider the past. As facts are the fingers of God pointing to 
us the possibilities of the future, thev are also mile stones that 
turk the way by which we have climbed from humble be- 
xipnings to a position of power and influence, In the begin- 
ning. there were only a few societies of women in some of the 
states, and their gifts to Missions-were necessarily small; but- 
each succeeding year has marked the birth of aew societies 
and felt the impulse of awakening interest until, after nine 
‘teen years, every Southera State has her organization of wo- 
men, girls and children. From a few societies struggling for 
existence we have Rrowa int» strong aggressive bodies in 
every state with a general organization unsurpassed in excel- 
lence and ability among the missionary bodies of the world.”’ 
The number of societivs reported at the late meeting of the 
Southern Baptist Convention was 6,785, being 969 more’ than 
the previous year. Still the estimate is that’ only one-sixth of 
our Baptist women are enlisted in the werk, and this one-sixth 
raised for all purposes during the year $154,709.88. What 


would it have been if all were enlisted?
